ATTEMPT TO PROVE ALIBI. 
“ACCUSED COMMITTED FOR TRIAL.

At the Magistracy yesterday after: 
noon, the hearing was resumed, be 
fore Mr. N.L. Smith, of the case in

At the previous’ hearing, a 
lad was charged together with the 
defendant, it being alleged by- the 
prosecution, that He acted as a decoy 


| for the defendant. He was subse 


quently discharged and used as‘a 
\Witness for the Crown. As the re. 
sult of certain information’ he gave 
to the Police, SubInspector Cockle 
was" successful in tracing another 
boy, who was sold at Namtao. - 

Before proceeding with the case 
yesterday - afternoon, SubInspector 
Cockle asked pérmission to prefer 
a third charge against the defendant, 
in connection with the recently re- 
cevered boy. ae * 

Mr. A. el Arculli who appeared for’ 
the defence raised no objection, 

His Worship: You are pleading 
not guilty to this charge also, I 
suppose? : 

.. Mr. Arculli: I don’t know what to 
do, I have not yet-received any in- 
structions in connection with the new 
charge. te 

Evidence. with Tregard, to the 
first charge having already been 
entered into at the previous hearing, 
the Second charge was dealt with. 
A emall boy, giving evidence said he 
and two other boys were playing 
outside the Po Hing Theatre, 
Yaumati, on Jure 5, when the de 
fendant came up to them and invited 
them to go inside and see the show. 
They went with him. After the de- 
fendant gave them.30 cents each, and 
asked them to meet him in a tea- 
house. They kept the appoint- 
ment, and after drinking some 
tea’ and eating “a” couple of 
sponge cakes each, the witness 
felt dizzy. His throat became sore and 
dry. He did not rememter anything 
after that, He woke upon a steam 
launch bourid for Namtao. The 
defendant taught them what to say 
if questioned. They were to tell any- 
one who might enquire where they 
were going that they were bound for 
Namtao where they had been pro- 
mised work as cow boys at a wage 
of $2 per month. 

“Mr. -Arculli: Was that nat really 
what the defendant promised you?— 
Yes, he did say something about $2 
a wonth‘for each of us as cow boys. 

Mr. Arculli:- So that it was the 
promise of the $2 a ‘month ‘that at- 
tracted you?—Yes. . 

Mr. Arculli: In that, case, it was 
not lhe drugged tea and sponge cakes 
that made you go with the defendant. 
You would kave willingly gone with 
him for the sake of the $2 a-month? 

-His Worship: He has practically 

denied the dragged tea and cake 
story in «ross-examination, Mr. Ar- 
culli, and 1 don’t think it worth 
labouring the ‘point. I think his 
evidence is-very straightforward for 
one-of-his-age-—_—_—_—_—_— 
The" last witness called for the 
Prosecution was the boy. who had 
Just been recovered. He said he and 
another boy named Yung Hing were 
accosted by the defendant in. Re- 
clamation Street on January 6. The 
Gefendant promised to give them six 
cents each’ -if they would 
take him to Taikoktsui.: ‘They 
agreed. “Arrived at Taikoktsui, the 
defendant invited them to have some 
tea. In the tea-house, the defendant 
suggested that witness and his friend 
should go with him to Shumchun, 
where hawking was a-very profitable 
Occupation. From “the tea-house, 
they went with the. defendant to 2 
theatre and then went home. On the 
following morning, they’ met the 
defendant. by appointment, and 
accompanied him to Shumchun. They 
went by train.“In a village, the defen- 
dant attempted to sell them toa cer- 
tain rich family, but they objected.

THE CANTON CHRISTIAN COLLEGE. . 
We have. recently received a most 
entertaining pamphlet,. published by 
the Washington Government Printing 
Office (Bulletin 1919 No>~44) and 
written by Dr. Charles R. Edmunds, 
President of the Canton Christian 
College. In it the author discusses in 
a broad-minded manner the many pro- 
blerms connected with the introduction 
of modern scientific education into 
China. He shows us that the causes 
of backwardness are the absence’ of 
the inductive “methéd, the spirit cf 
inaccuracy, the Minguage difficulty, the 
‘lack’ of mathematical knowledge, and, 
lasdy, the old vested interests.” 
Now vested interests always oppose 
any increase of knowledge. Even in 
the British .Empire we can take ‘to 
following words about 
“The influence of astro- 
logers, fortune tellers, and: geoman- 
cers: was reinforced by the official in- 
difference . regarding ‘popular educa- 
tion so long as the Government felt 
that, its own security: depended some- 


‘what’ upon the upholding of ancient 


superstitions. and reverences.”” 

‘A most interesting section of Dr. 
Edmunds’ pamphlet deals with the 
development of the Canton Christian 
College. That institution was found: 
ed in 1884 by two far-sighted Ameri- 
cans in Canton. One of them, Dr. 
Happer, raised $100,000 in the 
U.S.A. for the institution in 1885. 
In 1904 the present extensive sit2 was 
obtained. It now covers 136, acres, 
the students number 600, the sialf 
include 31 Americans, 2 British and 
51 Chinese... The, budget of current 
expenses has fisen from $20,000 
Hongkong currency to over $200,000 
annually. ‘Only one. element. has 
failed to.grow, the all-important item 
of endowment; there was none in 
1904 and there is practically none in 
1919." In other words,’ each’ year 
subscriptions must, be raised to avoid
